VIENNA, (By Wireless)—-The 
European communist press ha3 
been interpreting the discug- 
sions between Sir Hector Mc- 
Neil and Andrei Gromyko, with 
a view to ending the Greex War, 
as emanating from the West- 
ern Powers mctivated by the 
catastrophic situation of Greek 
armies against “heroic guerril- 
las’’. } 

Actually, as reported in this 
column from Greece, the situa- 
tion is exactly the reverse. The 
new Russian proposals paral- 
lel thoze accepted by the Greek 
Government in February, 1945, 
after the British forces in Greece 
has suppressed the attempt of 
communist-led partisans to take 
Athen; by force on the since- 
familiar east European pattern. 

At that time the idea of gov- 
ernment ccalitions, including 
communists still dominated ev- 
en western allied thinking from 
Europe to China. An amnesty 
was signed between the Greek 
Government and the guerrillas, 
including all persons guilty of 
common law crimes. Leading 
communists, fearing prosecution 
for murder, kidnapping, etc., 
fled to Yugoslavia and opened 
a military training school in 
in Bulkes. This was before Ti- 
to’s split with the cominform. 

The first free elections were 
held under United Nations su- 
pervision in March, 1946, with 
communists, who had the right 
to present candidates, refusing 
to participate after their polls 
showed not more than 10 per 
cent. Sympathizers of the So- 
viets refused to join the U.N. 
observation team. Almost si- 
multaneously with the elections, 
communist leader Nicolas Za- 
chariades denounced the “Fas- 
cist regime,” which slogan has 
been parroted by world commu- 
nists and fellow travelers ever 
since.

; The editor of a Chinese daily 
| paper, one Kung Tehpo, recently 
' advised—in print—the acting pres- 
j}ident of China not to listen to 
his wife, even if she were right. 
| Editor Kung went on to say that 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
and the late Sun Yat-sen, first 
president of the Chinese Repub- 
lic, had been “disastrous failures” 
because they had fallen into the 
pitfall of heeding distaff advice. 
| “. . When a hen crows to an- 
nounce the dewn is signifies mis- 
fortune for the family,” 
editorialized solemnly. “Similar- 
| ly, when a woman interferes in the 
government it 
for the nation.” 
It might be a little presump- 
tuous to suggest that maybe many 
of China’s troubles stem from at- 
| titudes like that taken by Editor 


| Kung. In a republic called the} 


United States, it is deemed a sign 
of virtue for a man to pay atten- 
tion to the advice of his partner. 
In fact, he boasts about it openly. 

During a recent presidential 
campaign, a man named Harry 
Truman appeared on the read plat- 
} form of a train many times, and 
almost invariably brought his wife 
| forward with words like. . .“And 
now I want you to meet the boss.” 
|Then his daughter came forward 
ito his introduction — ‘ Meet the 
| boss’ boss."’ The: people loved it, 
| because it was home-spun humor 
|that had more than a grain of 
truth in it. 

At about the same time, Editor 
| Kung, another fellow was barn- 
storming the country with the idea 
of becoming president. In pres: 
conferences, over the air and on 
other occasions this man, named 
Thomas E. Dewey explained that 
Mrs. Dewey was his toughest cri- 
| tic and most severe editor. She 
went over every spéech before he 
gave it, and blue-pencilled things 
she didn't like. He talked over all 
his problems with her, he said.
